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THE GUN TRIAL. 

To the Editor of the Field and Stream:— The result of the recent 
Gun Trial, published in the Field and Stream, will give sportsmen a 
very clear iuea of the manner in which it was conducted; had the Com¬ 
mittee tested a gun or two from the shoulder it would have decided a mat¬ 
ter that will now probably be a source of discussion, and perliapB investi¬ 
gation. Judging from some targets made with one of the guns previous to 
the trial and the record of tbe same game made in the trial, it would seem 
that better pattern at least could he obtained iusliootiug from the shoulder. 
The penetration was probably affected by the elasticity of the hoard be¬ 
hind the pad, for the paper used was very nearly of the same weight of 
the English paper, an English pad of exactly the sine size and number of 
sheets, weighing within lese than three drachme of those used at the re¬ 
cent Trial. The distance being measured from the butt of the gun makes it 
from 20 to 24 inches shorter than when measured from the foremost foot of 
the shooter, in shooting from the shoulder. Had the Committee given the 
number of pellets of shot contained in the Dixon dipper, as used, we 
would have known just how many pellets were used. As the Committee 
did not compute the points of merit for each guu by the rules used in pre¬ 
vious trials, the guns are not ranked in their order of merit. 

' Tiie winning gun, according to rales used in previous trials, is a Geo. T. 
Abbey gun, owned hy D. T. Elston. It will he seen, by reference to the 
tables, that using the frame to shoot from did not prevent au occasional 
discharge when the guns were not properly sighted, or else the occasional 

f usts of wind that occurred at intervals during some portions of the slioot- 
ng seriously affected the result. Take, for instance, entry No. 6; the right 
barrel on first discharge made a pattern of 120; the second shot 187; the 
third only 47 ; and in one of the quarters only one ehot; here it is very 
evident tuat the gun itself was not at fault, hut the effect of either wind or 
an error in sighting made a very material difference in the result. Take 
again entry No. 2; the left barrel made the first discharge 162; the second 
152; the third 190. I presume no one would claim that there was that 
amount of actual variation in the shooting of the barrels, therefore we 
are led to consider that the average pattern in cases where there is bo much 
variation, is considerably the result of chance; however, all can judge for 
themselves, with the tables before them. 

It no doubt would have been a source of satisfaction to the shooting fra¬ 
ternity had the prices of the guns been published. Herbert.

CHASED BY A BEAR. 

liY MED WING. 

I was chatting witli my friend, Mike WalBli, (a man who has been 
through many hair-breadth escapes by flood and field,) when he relat¬ 
ed to me how near lie came to •* being chawed up by a bear.” 1 give 
it in his words as near as possible: 

During the Winter of’69 1 was working close np to I.ake Superior, 
and after three months’ hard work I started for home, a distance of 
some eighty miles, on foot, as there were no conveyances in this re¬ 
mote region save logging teams, and they had left a few days before. 
My only alternative was to tramp the weary way home, and 1 confess 
that the prospect was not inviting. 

I had traveled half a day through a snow of several inches when 1 
struck an old Indian trail, which 1 knew would cut oil' several miles of 
my journey, and without any hesitation 1 plunged into this, as any 
shorter route would help me considerable. Evening came, and yet 1 
had not come upon the road, so that I determined to push forward till 
this was readied at all hazards. There was no moon to speak of, and 
a few ligtit fleecy clouds partially covered this, but 1 imd no difficulty 
in keeping the trail, which was well broken. 

Just as 1 turned around the roots of an uprooted tree a huge black 
bear reared up so close at hand that I could feel its hot breath in my 
face. My hair actually raised my hat, and I could actually feel the 
cool air blow in upon my head. How 1 ran! such strides, it. seemed 
to me, had never been taken by man before—but still that bear kept 
its pace witli me, for after all the winding and turning it followed 
close in my wake. My coat-tails were fearfully near bruin’s mouth, 
and my death seemed certain, for my only weapon was a small taint¬ 
ing knife, which I had unwittingly placed in the leggins of my bodts, 
so that I could get no assistance’ from that before the bear would be 
upon me. 

When all hope seemed gone, and 1 was instantly expecting death, 
an Indian jumped up from his blanket a little ahead, and with a gut¬ 
ters) “ ugh,” prepared for action. As I passed, the bear, seeing the 
adversary, turned upon him, and when bruin opened his mouth to dis¬ 
patch him tie thrust (he muzzle of his gun into it and blew the top of 
her head “ clean oft'.” To say that I was thankful to “ Lo ” for saving 
my life, would but poorly express my gratitude. 

The stomach of the bear (a large site one) was found to be entirely 
empty, and on going back two half-grown cubs were found, which 
doubtless caused her fierce attack. Mr. “Lo’’was entirely satisfied 
with the bear and her cubs, and as forme 1 felt glad enough to get 
away alive.

LOST DOGS IN NEW YORK. 

[Special Correspondence o t the Chicago Tribune.] 

New York, June 17th, 1874. 

The extreme hot wenther of the past week has warned everybody 
to beware of rapid dogs, and Thursday morning at 7 o’clock the new 
dog-pound, in Thirty-seventh street, between Tenth and Eleventh 
avenues, was formally opened, and those persons living in that vicin¬ 
ity who did not know of this new depositary for the disposal of dogs 
began to look with astonishment at the crowd of men and boys, In 
rags and bare of foot, in wagons and in carts, who thronged that hith¬ 


erto quiet neighborhood, bearing curs of every kind and degree to the 
Pound, to obtain the offered reward of 60 cents for each dog found 
unmuzzled in the streets. Although I should little relish being bit¬ 
ten by a mad dog, yet 1 think the law, in regard to the dogs, as it is 
now enforced, a very cruel and unjust one; and the papers,one and all 
are crying out against it, and nervous maiden ladies are asking, in 
tremulous tones, “Where is Mr. Bergli ? And why does he not put an 
end to this pitiful stealing and drowning of Dogs?" Certain it is 
that the gamius of our streets are getting a premium from the city 
for dishonesty, for it amounts to tills only. Certain roughs on Tenth 
avenue have trained a large muzzled dog to run down and tire out any 
smaller dog, even if he is muzzled, that can be seen on the street 
Then three or four ragged urchins, lying in wait, sleze the captured 
dog. One slips off his muzzle and runs into some area to hide, and the 
others take the little dog and rush oft' to the Pound, leaving the poor 
victim to be smothered there, and getting the promised 50 cents. It 
is no uncommon occurrence for a gang of these boys, who act in 
concert, to capture, or. in other words, steal, four or five muzzled 
dogs per day; so that there is really no safety, even if your dog be 
muzzled and in your own back yard. 

When these unfortunate dogs have been imprisioned forty-eight 
hours without any claimant appearing for them, they are put into a 
large tank, fifty of them at a time, and carbolic-acid gas is let in upon 
them. In exactly two minutes all signs of life are over, and no more 
yelping, barking, or howling comes from that tankfull of dogs ever 
again. They are then carted ofl, and burled or thrown into the water 
and another fifty are placed in the tank. 

With a lady friend who had lost her pet black-and-tan (the favorite 
and playfellow oi her dead child while living), I visited this Pound 
on its opening day, about 4 p. m. Although her little dog had a muz¬ 
zle on, and was quietly eating his breakfast in the back area, while 
I the lady and her husband were eating theirs, yet mysteriously he had 
disappeared in an instant; and, as the seamstress had said she had a 
glimpse of a shock head and ragged habiliments mounting 
the area iron gate to the back of the premises, the 
suspicion became confirmed that the street-Arab had stolen 
dog, muzzle, and all, and was already no doubt in the possession of Ids 
50-cent fee. And we were In the right of it, for there, tethered to 
a short chain fixed to a staple in the floor, was her lost “ Jip,”—“ the 
dog baby held in her arms even when dying.” said the poor mother 
with a tear in her eye, and a smile of delight, as “ Jip,” too frighten¬ 
ed to bark, thrust his little red tongue affectionately into her hand 
and licked her face in joy. Three dollars is the fee exacted by law 
for reclaiming your own. 1 never saw more wistful human looks of 
expectation and dissapointment expressed on human countenances 
ttian 1 saw in the sad faces of those dogs imprisioned there, as men 
women, and children came in constantly to look for lost pets, 1 felt 
strongly tempted to pay the fee required, to claim each dog as mine 
and so let the poor wretches free. There were over 300 dogs brought 
in that first opening day, and the five sturdy policemen at the gates 
had all they could do, in the way of scoldings, pushings, and almost 
fighting, to keep back the impetuous throng of ragged humanity that 
struggled and cursed at the gate for admission and tlie 50cents re¬ 
ward. One by one the rabble were admitted, left their captured dog 
or dogs, received their fee, and departed.

dragged to the pen of slaughter! Men and boys lost to all sense of 
decency, rough, and profane; and dogs of all kinds, classes, and con¬ 
ditions, from the lady’s pampered pet poodle to the mangy, starving 
cur that it seemed a blessing to put out of his abject misery. There 
were dogs whose intelligent faces served to throw out in still stronger 
contrast the brutal animal countenances of their captors; dogs whose 
sleek, silky hides, and full, round, almost speaking, were in vivid con¬ 
trast with the unkempt, dirty, bloated features of the degraded speci¬ 
mens of humanity who held them; dogs trembling, paralyzed with 
fear, and brutal, fierce, red-eyed dogs, who looked still more ferocious 
by their very desperation. And still crowds of the scum of humanity 
besieged the gates and brought these captured wretches, good and 
bad; and still crowds of people poured in at the entrance in search of 
stolen household pets. 

When you enter the enclosure where the dogs ave confined, the 
sound is almost deafening, and the barks and yells take all tones or ex¬ 
pression, from the rapturous joy of the little dog at being recognized, 
to the low growling, born of despair, and the sad eloquence of des¬ 
perate appeal. It seemed as if these poor imprisoned creatures fully 
understood why they were thus confined, and what was to be their 
final disposal, and, in the quick bark of ignominy, and the sad plead¬ 
ing of the eyes, you can read an almost human intelligence. 

There was water and food within reach of those who needed it, 
though but very few of the animals, chained and uncomfortable as 
they were, would either drink or eat. When any dog was claimed by 
his or her owner, what a perfect Pandemonium of yells aud barks as¬ 
sailed your ears. And with what delight the lost dog was freed from 
liis chain, and proudly and exultantly marched, with head erect, be¬ 
side his owner, out of dungeon! It would move the most stony heart 
to see these dogs, nnd how readily they seem to understand ‘their 
fate; and I am sure some more humane way might be devised, even 
if there was any necessity for encouraging these garni as to steal pro¬ 
tected property for the sake of the 60-cent reward.^

“The flight of the Gray Grouse is rapid and powerful. Its flesh is 
white and tender, resembling that of the Rutiled Grouse. In all re¬ 
spects it seems to fill the same place in the mountain fauna of Colo¬ 
rado that is occupied by the latter bird among the mountains of New 
England and the Middle States. Although Allen gives the Knitted 
Grouse as an inhabitant of the ‘mountains of Colorado,’ the most 
diligent search failed to discover a trace of it; while all the hunters 
and trappers with whom 1 have conversed assured me that it is never 
found there at all.”

A WORD FOR THE DOGS. 


They are brought to market in winter fYorn the mountains near Napa, 
aud are said to come down at times into the valleys, but have never 
been met with in California south of San Francisco. In the Sierra 
Nevada, latitude 39 deg., I found them rather scarce, and in Septem¬ 
ber only above an elevation of 6,000 feet, but was informed that they 
went much lower down in winter, probably about as far as the snows 
fall, or to about 2,000 feet, in that latitude. I think their range is 
more dependent on the prevalence of spruce and other dense conifer¬ 
ous forests than on tiie climate, as it is much milder near Napa than 
at that elevation in the Sierra Nevada, and toward the ndrtli they fre¬ 
quent valleys. I have seen them near the Columbia River at all sea¬ 
sons, usually inhabiting tire dense forests. They, however, come out 
on the borders of prairies and openings when not molested, especially 
in the early morning. * * » » Their food consists of 

various berries, nuts, and seeds, besides grain around farms. * * » 

lu winter they live much on the buds of trees, even those of the 
conifer*.” 

Quotation of Dr. Newberry’s notice will add to the Interest of the 
present article: “ The Dusky Grouse, among American species, is only 
second in size to the ‘Sage Hen’ (T. itropaeianus). The cock is de¬ 
cidedly the handsomest of all American Grouse, and the flesh is white, 
and equal to that of the Ruffled Grouse or the American Partridge. 
This bird inhabits the evergreen forests exclusively, and is found not 
uncommonly in the Sierra Nevada of California, and in the wooded 
districts of tiie country lying between the Sacramento Valley and 
the Columbia. In the Cascade Mountains we found it associated with 
the Ruffled Grouse, whicli it resembles in habit more than any other 
species. When on tiie ground they lie very close, flying up from your 
feet as you approach them, and when flushed always take to a tree; 
while sitting on a tree, you may tire as many times as is necessary to 
hit the bird before you can dislodge it. In tiie spring the male, seat¬ 
ed motionless on a branch of pine or fir where it issues from the trunk, 
makes a booming call, which, by a remarkable ventriloquial power, 
serves rather to mislead than to direct tiie sportsman, and, unless ex¬ 
perienced in shooting this kind of Grouse, lie will be likely to 
spend much time, with nothing to show for it, in a vain searcli for the 
bird.” 

The habits of this species in Colorado may be elucidated by an ex¬ 
tract from Mr. Trippe’s manuscripts: 

“ The ‘Gray Grouse,’ as this species is universally called, is a rather 
common birds throughout the mountains, from tiie foot-hills up to 
timber-line, and, during summer, wanders at times above the woods 
as higli as the summit of the range. Excepting for a brief period in 
August and September, it rarely approaches the vicinity of clearings, 
frequenting tiie dense pine forests, aud showing a preference for tiie 
tops of rocky and inaccessible mountains. In its nature, in short, it 
is the exact counterpart of tiie Ruffled Grouse, having tiie same rov¬ 
ing. restless disposition; living upon the same diet of buds and ber¬ 
ries; frequenting the same rugged, craggy mountain haunts; and, like 
that bird, is more or less solitary in its habits, and constantly moving 
from place to place on foot. Its food consists principally of the leaves 
and berries of various species of Ericaceae , which abound in all its 
haunts. It is also very fond of grasshoppers and all kinds of insects, 
and, while tiie snow lies deep upon the ground, lives for tiie most 
part upon the buds and tender leaves of the pines. When tiie grain 
is cut in tiie valleys, the Grouse are frequently to be found, in the 
stubble-fields and adjacent coverts, in small flocks of from three or 
four up to eight or ten. They are then so tamed as to be easily ap¬ 
proached and killed, but later in the season become somewhat wilder, 
though never very shy. They never gather in large flocks, like tiie 
Pinnated and Sharp-tailed Grouse, more than a single family being 
rarely found together. The broods separate as goon as they are well 
grown, and, from the middle or close of autumn until tiie succeeding 
pairing season, the Gray Grouse is usually found alone. On being 
suddenly startled, this bird takeB wing with great rapidity, sometimes 
uttering a loud cackling note, very much like that of the'Prairie Hen 
on similar occasions, frequently alighting on the lower limb of a tree 
after flying a little way, and watching the intruder with outstretched 
neck. Sometimes they will fly up to the top of a tall pine and remain 
hidden in the thick foliage for a long time; nor will they move or be¬ 
tray their position, although sticks and stones are thrown into tiie 
tree, or even a shot fired. Late in summer many of them ascend to 
the upper woods to feed upon the multitudes of grasshoppers that 
swarm there in August and September, in the pursuit of which they 


Henry Bergh, tiie President ot the Society for tiie Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, in New York City, is proving himself a hero in 
his defense of tiie brute creation in general and of dogs in particular. 
For some time past he has reasoned with tiie keeper of tiie dog-pound 
against tiie cruelty practiced upon the dogs Drought there; but, his 
suggestions not having been heeded, he lias now notified him that., if 
these scenes are repeated, he will prosecute him under tiie statute 
which declares it a misdemeanor punishable by a tine of $250 and one 
year’s imprisonment in the Penitentiary for any person “ to torture, 
torment, deprive of necessary sustenance, or needlessly mutilate or 
kill any living creature.” Not satisfied with this, Mr. Bergh lias also 
brought the matter before Recorder Hackett, who, to his credit be it 
said, came to tiie help of Mr. Bergh, sent for his Grand Jury, and 
charged them as follows: 

“ Within a few weeks, against the remonstrance of tiie Society for 
tiie Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, and against tiie expressed 
wishes of tiie Board of Health, backed by tiie unanimous voice of tiie 
medical faculty, tiie Common Council, aiming to guard against hydro¬ 
phobia, lias authorized a raid upon dogs found in tiie streets unmuz¬ 
zled. I am unable to find in tiie charter or tiie laws any provision 
giving them such powers of ordinance. But, be that as it may, cer¬ 
tain other persons who clearly act without any authority of existing 
law, and in a spirit rather belonging to an’age when women were 
burned and drowned for witchcraft than to tiie present one. tiave as¬ 
sumed tiie right and power to kill large numbers of dogs by problem¬ 
atical and precarious suffocation, the reports whereof, as they reach 
me, and accompanied by details of careless ami inhuman treatment, 
seem to indicate a violation of the State statutes respecting needless 
cruelty to animals, besides appearing to establish a public nuisance. 
I therefore invite your attention to tiie subject and commit it to your 
charge.” 

The charge of Recorder Racket is a noble word spoken in tiie inter¬ 
ests of humanity. Tue New York Herald, which lias more than once 
ridiculed Mr. Bergh, now comes to his assistance, and says; 

“ A dog is as much the property of a citizen as his hat or his over¬ 
coat, aud as much entitled to tiie protection of the law. Even if we 
seize upon it and keep it in custody, as we may claim to do as a mat¬ 
ter of municipal precaution, by what authority do we destroy it? 
What right have we to otter immunity to every thief who chooses to 
enter our houses and carry away our dog—not only immunity, blit re¬ 
ward for tiie crime? Is it at all consistent with good moral's or with 
honest government to throw these terrible temptations in the way of 
hundreds of young folks, who will gladly enough steal dogs during 
this warm weather, and, profiting by the lesson, turn their attention 
in the winter to other articles of property?” 

With the courts, the press, and Mr. Bergh to look after his inter¬ 
ests, the New York dog is comparatively safe. If any animal has 
earned considerate treatment by eourage.'fldelity, and affection, it is 
the dog. Tiie one taint of hydrophobia which rests upon him has 
been greatly exaggerated. It is still a matter of grave doubt among 
eminent medical authorities whether there is such r disease or not; 
but, even granting that there is, why should every unmuzzled canine 
be exterminated because there is a possibility that one dog in a thou¬ 
sand may run mad? What guarantee against hydrophobia does such 
wholesale slaughter afford? Tiie Recorder of New York and Mr. 
Bergh not only deserve thanks of all humane people, but also of Tray, 
Blanche and Sweetheart for their noble protest against this revolting 
practice of cruelty. The dog has defended man long enough. It is 
time somebody came to the defense of the dog.

TRAINING OF RETRIEVERS. 

The following instructions for training retrievers are Bimply for the 
benefit of gentlemen wishing to traiu their own, which, if carefully 
followed, will secure them a dog far superior to any they may have 
trained for them by a breaker. In breeding retrievers be careful not 
to breed the bitch to a hard-mouthed dog. Retrievers may be taken 
in hand from the very day of leaving their mother. Should your 
puppy not take instinctively to retrieving, entice him to a game at 
romps, and when in full play shake your glove, handkerchief, or ball 
at him a few times, when he will generally attempt to take it from 
you; let him do so once or twice, then throw it, when lie will rush 
after it, call him to you and make much of him, but do not praise him 
while bringing it. Whenever you throw it always say," fetcli fetch,’ 
and invariably make him deliver into your hand. To carry you have 
only to put the glove or anything soft into iiis mouth and. make him 
hold it a few times for a minute or two, and after he holds it satisfac¬ 
torily move a few paces backwards and cull him, with the old com¬ 
mand of fetch, fetch, when he will at once, bring it. 1 generally teach 
them to carry first, as it is very easily learnt. The next tiling to be 
taught is the drop, which you can easily teach by firing oflf a cap at 
first, and then a little powder, every time you feed him, to make him 
drop at the report, by gently pressing him down with the right hand 
and holding up your left, at the same time saying, •* drop, drop. Of 
course any words or any signals may be used, always keeping to the 
same. T le next thing is trailing, and I used always to begin with a 
red herring. Tie a red herring to a string aud drag it through the 
grass slowly foi a short distance at first, then let your puppy follow 
out the scent, always letting him find something good at the end of 
the trial. After a few times you can substitute a piece of meat, and 
then a piece of bread, and go as fast as you choose, and make as many 
turns and twists as you like, and lie will follow the trail as far as it 
goes, and will enj y the fun as much as you do. The word “ seek ' is 
very easily taught by hiding a piece of meat, calling the dog to you 
and saying "seek, seek !" pretending to look for something yourself 
aiul in imaging so that the (log shall come across It aud find it. After 
he knows all this, which is the A B C of his education, I then follow 
Hutchinson's plan of hiding a live pigeon ill a hole in the ground cov- 
cred over with a board, which I pull off by a string and kill the pige¬ 
on as it flies out. I then let him retrieve the bird after dropping to 
shot. Retrievers are generally good water dogs, and do not inquire 
inuc i persuasion 10 go into the water If they have not been scared 
when young by bpiug pushed or thrown in. The next tiling in order 
is a duck hunt. Go where there is a pond, but the first few times 
where it is a small one, afterwards it may be as large as you choose. 
The first time or two it is;is well to have a gun along to kill the duck 
should the dog appear to be getting tired. My plan was always to 
have the duck pretty well tired by an old dog before 1 let the young 
one try his hand. Always use the same duck, as it gets used to it and 
.»ains experience, lint when once, as they often do after being hunted, 
get so tame as to let tile dog at o ice catch them, you must discard it. 
We shall by this time know for certain if our puppy is in all respects 
such a dog as we really want. Firstly, in respect to nose, which you 
will have had very good opportunities of testing by his trailing. I 
need not sav much on this point, for unless he lias that to yom sat¬ 
isfaction 1 know you will not keep him. Secondly, as to his tender 
mouth, which we shall he sure to learn by his retrieving the duck, if 
not before. I used to make my puppies carry an egg-shell, and if they 
broke it I would have nothing mote to do with them; but that is, 1 
think, going into extremes. Hutchinson and other breakers give a 
■'real ileal of advice about breaking dogs of a hard mouth. 1 simply 
say tills: if lie has a hard mouth, no matter how much trouble you 
may have taken in his preliminary drill, fool with him no longer, bnt 
get rid of him at once, for lie will never he worthy of the name of re¬ 
triever, and disappointment will surely ensue. I say this: “Hard 
month on.’k, hard mouth always.” Not but that with a great amount 
of trouble you may make him tender-mouthed for a time, by constant 
watching and rating when retrieving, but let somebody else take him 
besides his breaker, and in two weeks’ shooting he will be as bad as 
ever, and then, again, who wants to be worried when shooting by 
always watching for faults and rating his dogs; that is all very well 
when one goes out to train, but when one goes out to shoot a man 
wants to enjoy himself. And now, having pointed out at such length 
the importance of a tender mouth, we will proceed to the next part 
of our retrievers’ education. What lie has learnt up to the present 
is all that is really iudispensable, and just here is where a great many 
gentlemen stop, but let me beg of you to go much further for what we 
shall now teach him (although it might very properly be termed trick 
teaching) will do more than all lie has already learnt to develope his 
intelligence to a very high degree. jVewiil begin with a handker¬ 
chief; show it to him and say “ handkerchief" a few times, slowly and 


handkerchief;” should he ietch the glove, say “no, no 
him and lay it back where he took it from; then repeat “ handker¬ 
chief ” a few times and send him again. Should he again bring the 
glove, repeat over, and after a time or two he will learn to disting¬ 
uish the two by name; he will learn much quicker if he is praised 
when he does right, and spoken reproachfully to when he does wrong. 
When once thoroughly au fait at this you can continue until he knows 
the names of every article of your apparel. Then teach him to go 

' ' 1 m 


back from you to fetch, by showing him something and letting hi 
see you lay it down, then make him follow you off, but only a short 
distance at first, and say, “ Go back! fetch so and so!” and in a short 
time you can send him miles. You must alBO accustom him to find 
anything lost by dropping something when out walking, unseen by 
him. Tell liim you have lost something, saying, “ seek, lost,” and 
look for it yourself; after a little, on your saying “lost,” he will limit 
everywhere until lie finds it. All this, besides making a dog think, is 
cultivating his nose, and no matter how good his nose may originally 
have been, cultivation will greatly improve it; so much so, in fact, 
that you will see Itim do things with the aid of his nose, which, if 
told, would seem incredible. You can now bury something in the 
ground, but very slightly at first; go a short distance and send him 
for it; do this a few times, letting him see you bury it, then try him 
without his seeing it, but bury it in such a manner that, as he follows 
your back trail, he will be sure to find it, and in a short time you can 
bury it and smooth the path over, he will be sure to find it. Ail this 
takes time, but it will be well repaid by your having a dog you c&n. 
then call a retriever, and not such make believes as a pointer or setter 
always turns out to be if kept to their proper work as well. When 
training never use a whip, but after a dog really knows what you want 
him to do, and you are sure that he knows it, then don’t spare him, 
and if you have to punish a dog in the field for a glaring fault let 
him remember it. 

TROUTING IN PENNSYLVANIA.

To the Editor ok tiie Field and Stream :— A short time since a 
party of gentlemen, in our leading business circles, started for the 
“big woods” on a fishing excursion. Leaving Corry at 1 i\ m., on 
the P. & E. R. R., we arrived at Sheffield at 3 o’clock, and at 4 started 
witli onr impedimenta in a wagon and ourselves on foot. 

Fifteen miles of pedestrianlsm over the very best kind of a road 
and Anderson’s Mill is reached, where headquarters are established, 
in a house once occupied by bark-peelers, but used for a long time as 
quarters for limiting parties. The inner man refreshed with a cold 
lunch and the usual trimmings, all retire for the night. At 5 o’clock 
next morning some, skilled in tiie art, procure an abundant supply of 
speckled beauties from the adjacent stream, while others, who came 
merely for the novelty of tiie tiling, find novelty enough. 

After breakfast the anglers start for their sport and capture three 
or four hundred trout the first day. The African “ man and brother," 
who has been engaged as cook of tiie mess, is higtily accomplished in 
the culinary art and makes an excellent cup of coffee. To his accom¬ 
plishments he adds a fine voice, fairly cultivated, amf is expert on tiie 
banjo, so, after tiie pleasant labors of tiie day are over, lie regales the 
party witli negro melodies. Among tiie party are some members of 
the Cornet Band, and they have their instruments witli them, so there 
is no lack of “ music in the air.” 

One of those, not most successful in wooing the speckled beauties

A NATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 

The New York City Society for the Protection of Game, at its 
meeting in May last, authorized its officers to issue a call for a Con¬ 
vention of Sportsmen for the purpose of forming a National Sports¬ 
men’s Association, which was done by circular letter “ addressed to 
all leading sportsmen's clubs in the country.” The circular invites 
the club to which it is addressed to co-operate with the New York 
(City) Society, for the protection of game—in its efforts to remodel 
the game laws of the different States upon scientific principles—by 
sending delegates to the Convention. New York City is.of course,sug¬ 
gested as the proper place, and November 1st as the time for holding 
the Convention. 

And now comes the New York State Association for the Preserva¬ 
tion of Game and Fish, and issues, over the head of the City Society, 
its call for a Convention of Sportsmen for the purpose of organizing a 
“National” Association. Delegates were appointed to attend ttie Con¬ 
vention, which wag called to meet at Niagara Falls, September 9, and 
each delegate was then empowered to select five delegates to accom¬ 
pany him. 

As a consequence, it is expected that a full attendance will be had, 
from the State of New York at any rate, and if the sportsmen of the 
West do not meet with them in convention, there will at least be a 
quorum for the transaction of business, and the organization of the 
“National Sportsmen’s Association of America.” 

Well—and what next? The delegate from the New York (City) 
Society, being unable to obtain a seat in the Oswego Convention of 
the New York State Association, sorrowfully takes his way home and 
has a consultation with the officers of hiB Society for the Protection 
of Game, the result of which is a full expose of the whole affair in an 
editorial in the Forest and Stream of July 2. in which he ridicules the 
idea that any good can come out of Nazareth, and indulges in a few 
sarcastic remarks upon the 8tate Association because its members mur¬ 
dered 9000 pigeons at their late Convention in Oswego. The editor 
(and delegate from the New York City 8ociety) says: “Some 9000 
birds having been killed at Oswego, we hope to see 20,000 shot at Ni¬ 
agara Falls next September, and that next year 60,000 more will be 


slaughtered somewhere else.” This is all very proper, and may suit 
the particular fancy of the editor, but the question is, how are the 
birds going to like it? 

It is really too bad that this little unpleasantness occurred between 
these gentlemen and Societies lor the Protection of Game, in New 
York, on account of Its probable effeet on the sportsmen of the coun¬ 
try in the mutter of co-operating in this movement for a National 
Association, which we are gleefully told is to inaugurate a new era in 
the history of American field sports. 

The New York Society invites the sportsmen of the leading clubs 
in the country to meet with them in November next, and the New 
York State Association invites them to meet at Niagara Falls in Sep¬ 
tember, and the majority of the sportsmen will probably do neither. 
It is possible that the delegation from New York State will be a 
large one at botli conventions and ttiey will very likely have a good 
time—even If they don’t kill twenty thousand birds at Niagara, as the 
delegate from the New York Society hopes they may do. 

Meanwhile the sportsmen of the West, who really control the future 
shooting and fishing grounds of America, are organizing in 
each State, upon the basis suggested by the Field and Stream, 
an effective ami influential State Spol'tmeii’s Association, which 
does in a quiet way, tar more to protect and preserve the game and 
fish of the State than can ever be done by, or through the instrumen¬ 
tality of a so-called National Association. The western sportsmen 
are in considerable doubt as to what particular eml is to be subserved 
by a National organization, and it will be in order for any of the ad¬ 
vocates of the movement to rise and explain. 


FARMER’S AND SPORTSMEN. 

There has always been a feeling of dislike between many farmers 
and sportsmen, and this feeling, while in some cases illy disguised, 
has resulted in materia] injury to both parties. While we are in no 
sense the champions of the farmers, nor the defenders of those, who, 
under the respected name of sportsmen, have violated every law of 
common courtesy and honor in their excursions over the lands of the 
farmers, we can but think that the sportsmen, those who really con¬ 
sider themselves gentlemen, are in many respects to blame for this 
state of affairs. These sportsmen go out, and, perhaps thoughtlessly, 
enter private premises without asking permission, and range the 
fields, regardless of the damage they may do to standing grain or 
grazing stock. Now the farmer has, perhaps, worked hard for the 
property he lias accumulated, and he enjoys the feeling of proprietor¬ 
ship, and there arc few men who do not feel that their permission 
should be obtained by any one who desires to use their property, 
whether it be personal or real estate, the use of a buggy or the shoot¬ 
ing over a field. We do not, however, intend to charge that the 
sportsmen do these things wilfully, but that they are done, and done 
too by gentlemen, or those who pass current for such, can not be de¬ 
nied. It is all very well to charge upon “ the pot-hunters” the pres¬ 
ent ill-feeling between the farmers and the sportsmen, bnt we know 
that the market-shooter is responsible only for a small share of the 
damage annually done to the farmers. The market-shooter, making 
his living by killing game, is generally on the best of terms with the 
farmers in the locality where he annually goes for his shooting, and 
none know better than he, the importance of making good the dam¬ 
ages occasioned by his dog or gun, for with him the privilege of 
shooting over the fields of the farmer is the highest that he can en¬ 
joy, for by it he makes a living for himself and his family. Not a 
very aristocratic or even reputable profession, but none the less 
honest for ail that. 

The trouble is, the confidence of the farmers has been abused in 
many cases by men who looked, acted and talked like gentlemen, but 
who, after having, perhaps, obtained permission to beat the fields for 
game, or cross them with horse and wagon, have carelessly left fences 
down, or gates unfastened, to the serious damage of crops and stock. 
The consequence is the farmer dislikes to hear tire term sportsman, 
and brandB the entire class as a set of lawless vagabonds. 

One farmer tells us that only last year a man. calling himself a gen¬ 
tleman sportsman, requested permission to shoot over his land, which 
was of course granted. The sportsman tramped off, and that was the 
last the farmer saw of him , but at night when tils cattle came home. 
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two of them were sprinkled with shot, and another was so badly in¬ 
jured that it had to be killed. 

Another time in his liay-fleld, with a team of young colts attached 
to a large load of hay, he was just starting forward towards home, 
when, at the report of a gun near by, the colts started and ran caus¬ 
ing inflnite amusement to the “sportsman," and doing considerable 
damage to the fanner. The farmer had no redress, for neither of the 
above mentioned parties were known to him, and they were very 
likely irresponsible parties who could not make the damage good if 
called to account. 

finch cases as these are the cause and the banishment of true sports¬ 
men from the lands of farmers is the effect. 

An excellent plan for the adjustment of this difficulty is in success¬ 
ful operation in DeKalb county, Illinois, the leading features of which 
as explained to us, are as follows: the Sycamore Sportsmen’s Club, 
about a year ago, elected to honorary membership, the leading far¬ 
mers in the county, and addressed them letters, explanatory of ttieir 
action, and asking that they co-operate with the club in their efforts 
to protect the game of the county from destruction by visiting vandals, 
armed perhaps with the latest approved appliances In the shape oT 
breech-loader, and fancy hunting suit. The club furnish to eacli far¬ 
mer in the county a list of the names of members, with their address, 
and the farmers refuse to allow any one to shoot over their fields, un¬ 
less furnished with a permit signed by some member of the club. The 
natural consequence is, that the prospect for game in that county this 
season Is much better than for years past. The farmers and the sports¬ 
men are on the best of terms, and peace and plenty (of game) reign 
throughout the country. Visiting sportsmen are furnished with field 
passes by the Sycamore club, on presenting their certificates of mem¬ 
bership in their own club. The member signing a Held puss is liable 
for all damage occasioned by the party using it.

President Mattoon followed the reading of the delegates with a few 
well-timed remarks, urging the importance of stringently enforcing 
the game laws, considering it the paramount duty of all clubs and 
associations. 

The convention then commenced its labors by Mr. Babcock, of Mon¬ 
roe county, moving that a partially filled delegation be empowered 
to east the full delegated vote. 

Mr. Peck, of Lockport, objected, as it would be an absurdity to al¬ 
low clubs with only one representative to have equal powers "with a 
full set. 

Mr. Smith, of Bnfl'alo, moved to amend, giving delegates power of 
substitution from members of their own club. 

Mr. Franklin, of Buffalo, moved that the Babcock resolution be ta¬ 
bled. Carried. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read, and approved without 
comment. 

The admission of new clubs followed with considerable debate, end*- 
ing by a delegate offering a motion instructing the President to cast 
the ballot of the convention in favor of new clubs. Consenting, the 
following clubs were admitted:

Business under the head of Rules and Regulations were in order, 
and Mr. Manning reported that he alone of the committee was pres¬ 
ent, and asked time. Granted. 

Mr. Babcock offered an amendment to H 9 of the By-Laws, to-wit: 
No one shall contest for the prizes offered by this Association, except 
lie be a member in good standing In some regularly organized club of 
this State, or a county delegate, and lie must also have been a resident 
of the State of New York for six months previous to the last annual 
meeting of the Association. 

Mr. Poucher amended by allowing the law to take effect at the next 
annual meeting. 

Mr. Manning believed the Committee on Rules had that matter in 
charge. 

Mr. Tanner moved to table It. 

An animated discussion ensued, and was participated in by Messrs. 
Poucher, Manning. Babcock and Tanner, when Mr. Ponclier raised the 
point of order that the amendment conflicted witli the Constitution. 
Decided adversely by the cltair. 

Mr. Manning closed the debate by presenting the report of tlie Com¬ 
mittee on Rules and Regulations, which contained the communication 
from Mr, Babcock recommending the restriction proposed by him, and 
Mr. Manning reported in favor of so amending the By-Laws as to 
make that restriction. 

Mr. Flowers moved the substitution of the report of the Committee 
for Mr. Babcock’s resolution. Adopted.

The ugly point of the Convention Imd approached when the Presi¬ 
dent announced that designating the place for the next Convention 
was in order. 

Murray presented the claims of Niagara Falls. 

Peck offered a resolution to give the Annual Meeting to any compe¬ 
tent club, which brought several delegates to their feet at once. 

The Hon. P. Corbett, to“ pour oil upon the troubled waters,*’moved 
that Syracuse be the next place of holding Convention. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Flower moved to table the whole tiling. 

Corbett’s parliamentarian.principles raised the point of order, that 
a motion to lay a substitute on the table is not in order. 

Flower endeavored to withdraw bis resolution, but it was adopted 
by a vote of 34 to 24; and then Flower moved an informal ballot. 

Buffalo was strongly advocated, also Watertown and Geneseo, like¬ 
wise Niagara Falls, when Hon. P. Corbett arose and with his majesti- 
cal eloquence remarked that lie did not think the Convention should 
be called a charitable institution. We have not got to migrate from 
one section of the State to another. We should throw aside sectional 
prejudices—not to meander about the State giving and receiving alms, 
but to locate the next Convention at an accessible point for ail clubs; 
give them the benefit of a liberal city, great hotel accommodations, 
moderate charges, and. as such a place, claimed Syracuse was superior 
in every respect to any named place. 

Peck moved that eacli delegate name the place. Carried. 

An intermission of 10 minutes was had to perfect delegations, and 
an informal ballot was taken, resulting as follows:

The delegates convened in the Board of Trade rooms, at the Doo¬ 
little House, and the following business was transacted, with Presi¬ 
dent A. C. Mattoon in the chair: 

The chair reported a Committee to Revise the Constitution and By- 
Laws, consisting of the following members: W. H. Bowman, of Roch¬ 
ester; C. W. Hutchinson, of Utica; J. B. Sage, of Buffalo; S. J. Peck, 

I. ockport; S. Green, Rochester; S. M. Allen, A. F. Smith, Oswego; 

J. M. Whitmer, Niagara Falls. 

The resolution empowering the 5 delegates, selected by President 
A. C. Mattoon, to Increase their delegation to 30 members, name the 
following gentlemen as their associates: Mr. Rowe, of Watertown, 
selected Hon. Frank E. Carroll, F. B. Klock, of Syracuse; Col. F. G. 
Skinner, of Utica;—the remaining two delegates to be selected here¬ 
after. Mr. Murray named Hon. Win. Pool, Cyrus E. Davis, William 
Samnays, J. T. Fulton,Jr., Niagara Falls; J. B. Sage, Buffalo. Mr. 
Mattoon named Delos DeWoif, F. T. Carrington, A. S. Page, C. T. 
Rich unis. John G. Kellogg, Oswego. Mr. Babcock named C. C. Morse, 
Seth Green, A. B. I.umberton, Rochester; Milton Hoag, Seneca Falls; 
Horatio Seymour, Utica. (The mention of the old democratic war- 
horse, Horatio Seymoiu, was received with an ovation of applause.) 

Mr. Lamberton, of Rochester, offered a resolution, not to allow bet¬ 
ting upon the grounds. Mr. Nutting, in behalf of the Leather Stock¬ 
ing Club, claimed the precedence, as they already had such a resolu¬ 
tion before the Convention, and had effectively enforced it upon the 
grounds. (Several were compelled to desist from hazzarding their 
coin upon the events of the week by the police, under the positive in¬ 
structions of the Leather Stockings, most effectually squelching the 
pernicious pructlee.) Mr. Poneher, of Oswego, citedthe Constitution 
upon that, point, which, if enforced, covered the premises. Mr. Nut¬ 
ting amended ttiat the Committee on By-Laws report such an amend¬ 
ment, and it was adopted. 

Mr. Murray, of Niagara, offered the following: 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Association be tendered to Hon. 
A. C. Mattoon for the very courteous, patient and efficient manner in 
which he has conducted its affairs as its presiding officer; and also, to 
the Leather Stocking Club, of Oswego, for their hospitable reception, 
kindly care, the tine field and efficient police regulations provided by 
them for the Association. 


The adoption of the resolution evoked the most hearty thanks from 
Mr. Mattoon, stating that the defective By-Laws coupled with his 
unpretending knowledge of presiding'over Conventions, placed him iu 
an embarrassed position; yet, if his rulings bore the imprint of jus¬ 
tice and impartiality, which had been his most earnest desire and in¬ 
tention, his understanding had been crowned with a golden wreath 
success that he little dare expect when entering upon the duties. 
(Great applause.) 

Convention adjourned sine die. 


FIFTH DAY, FRIDAY. 

Opened with unfavorable and lowry weather, the drenching rain of 
Thursday placing the grounds and approaches in the most wretched 
condition possible; and, to augment the trouble, the rain began fall¬ 
ing at 8 a. m., continuing iu great force until nearly noon, when the 
solemn clouda gave token of relenting, and the brightening skieB made 
rich confusion in the bustle and excitement attending the departure 
for the grounds. 

Many practical jokes were indulged in upon arriving at the trysting 
place, as the deluge had left a sheet of water that required almost the 
use of Bmall boats to get around. Yet all seemed anxious and eager 
for the fray, and were called to the score.
